Husqvama’s Heikki Mikkola dominated 
the first two motos on the fast Honda 
Hills track, and finished second to Hans 
Maisch (Mai) in the final go. Maisch’s 
4-2-1 Performance netted him second 
overall, while Roger DeCoster, who led 
the entire race in the final moto, was 
penalized a lap for jumping the gate and 
ended in third place overall. 

Jim Cooke (Kaw) won the first start, 
but was soon piped by John DeSoto 
(Kaw), Heikki Mikkola and Gary 
Chaplin. The Maicos of Maisch and Ake 
Jonsson were cutting swiftly through 
traffic, and Maisch moved into third on 
the fourth lap. Mikkola was tight on 
DeSoto by them, and moved into first 
on the next lap. 

DeCoster and Ame Kring were 
caught in the middle of the pack as 
Mikkola widened his margin. Jonsson 
moved past Chaplin and was followed a 
lap later by Jim Weinert. DeCoster, who 
had come around in twenty-third place 
on the first lap, had moved up to 
seventh on the sixth lap. Maisch and 
Jonsson both closed on Desoto, running 
ten seconds behind Mikkola. Jim 
Pomeroy (Bul) had moved up to fifth in 
the early laps, but a spill put him well 
back in the field. 

At the half-way mark, DeCoster, 
with Ame Kring and Gary Jones not far 
behind, had moved into third place. 
Kring passed DeSoto to grab sixth place, 
but not within shooting distance of 
Weinert in Fifth. Mikkola was well out 
front at the flag, followed by Jonsson, 
DeCoster, Maisch, Weinert, Kring and 
DeSoto. 

Mikkola jumped everyone in the 
second moto as Weinert, Pomeroy, 
Maisch and Kring chased him around 
the big TY sweeper and into’ the 
whoop-dees.

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Kring and Maisch both moved by 
Weinert into third and fourth behind 
Pomeroy. Maisch soon took over second 
spot, and Jonsson went past Weinert 
and then Pomeroy to move into third 
place. Kring had trouble and dropped 
way back, and Pierre Karsmakers (Hus) 
was forced out with engine seizure. 

By the half-way mark, DeCoster 
passed Weinert to move into fifth place. 
Ake Jonsson, who had been running 
third, landed hard and appeared to have 
throttle trouble. The stop for 
adjustments lost him five positions. 

Decoster got boxed in traffic and 
stalled his machine, letting Weinert and 
Gary Jones get by, but two laps later he 
was back in fourth. Mikkola went 
uncontested in front, with Maisch 15 
seconds back. DeCoster passed Pomeroy 
in the closing laps for third, followed by 
Gary Jones in fifth, then Kring, Bryan 
Kenney and Weinert. 

In the final moto, DeCoster had a 
twenty-yard hole shot on the field, but 
was penalized for jumping the gate. 
Serge Bacou (Bul) was likewise 
reprimanded. Hans Maisch took over 
second (first) with Marty Tripes right 
behind in third (second), Brad Lackey, 
after a nasty second moto crash that left 
him bleeding, was on the move and 
moved into fifth (third) on the fifth lap. 

Mikkola got a miserable start but 
quickly moved through traffic, going 
from twenty-first to sixth (fourth) in 
five laps. Marty Tripes was flying and 
got by Maisch into the official lead and 
held it for six laps until he unloaded 
into the snow fence.

Bob Grossi (Hus) led only one lap in 
the two support class motos...but it was 
the lap that counted. Grossi pulled in 
front of leader Peter Lamppu (Kaw) on 
the white flag lap of moto two when 
Lamppu found himself boxed behind a 
slower rider. Grossi turned the wick 
while a frustrated Lamppu had to play 
dodge-em catch-up for the last lap. 

The win put Grossi with a 3-1 overall 
finish; Lamppu with a 2-2 and Jim West 
(Hus) with a 1-3 causing a three-way tie 
for overall winner.

OPEN LETTER TO THE AMA 

This letter is in regard to the new 
displacement for Novice riders and 
Short-Track. I would like to point out 
that I am against the rule for more ‘than 
one reason. My first reason is simple. | 
cannot afford a new 360 or 250 Twin. 
Most manufacturers are getting about 
$1000.00, for a new machine of that 
displacement. Most of those machines 
come in either Motocross or Enduro 
trim and require an extreme amount of 
conversion work for Flat-Track, 
Short-Track and TT Racing. Not even 
considering all the special engine 
modifications that are necessary for Flat 
Track and all. the spares and necessary 
items a racer must carry with him, I 
assure you that the eventual cost of 
such a project has to exceed $2000.00, 
and $3000.00, would be a _ more 
accurate account of the final cost. I am 
not the only racer, whether it be 
Novice, Junior, or Expert that is not in 
a position to go out, acquire new 
equipment, and foot the bill for 
conversion. 

In years past the 500-750 formula 
that was applied to one-half mile, mile, 
TT, and Road Racing, also applied to 
Short Track. In the late 50’s or early 
60’s, the rule was changed to a 250 
formula for Short Track, because ‘the 
power the 500-750’s were putting out 
was too much for the close quarters of 
Short Track, and many riders were 
unable to handle the power on such a 
small track. If this is true, I ask you to 
consider this; in the past decade the 
power output of 250cc machines has 
increased almost 100%. The 360’s are 
putting out as much or more as the old 
500’s of the past. Its like taking an old 
rule that was discarded, rewording it, 
and putting it back into effect, but the 
very thing you wanted to change in the 
first place is still hanging over your 
heads. 

This rule is clearly designed to benefit 
the manufacturers and does not have 
the best interest of the riders involved at 
hearts. 

May I suggest that the final decision 
be thrown open to all Professional riders 
and we all be given a chance to vote on 
the 360 rule. Also, may I propose that 
in the future, all proposed formula 
changes be voted upon by the riders 
who carry Pro licenses before they

The first Husqvarna I ever rode was 
one of the old 360 motocrossers and, to 
me, it was the evilest handling thing on 
two wheels. A short while back I rode 
one of the “New Generation” five speed 
250s and it handled somewhat better 
but I still couldn’t make it go through 
tight corners comfortably. 

In fact, it seems that every time I 
climb on a Husky, I end up falling off 
the thing. So, when I took on this test, I 
was slightly biased against the breed — 
not no more. 

It seems that the little Swedish 
two-stroke singles are somewhat hard to 
come by for`tests, and even harder to 
come by stock. The one tested belongs 
to Greg Blackwell and it’s ah-almost 
stock. It’s been raced for the last five 
months, so if anything is going to break, 
it should’ve by now. 

Being almost stock means having the 
metal fenders replaced by plastic ones, 
and a plastic air-cleaner cover in place of 
the stock item. This took the stock 
weight of 203 Ibs. down to a shade 
under 200. 

The Blackwells also removed the 
stock 32mm Amal Concentric carb and 
put in its place a 28mm of the same 
brand to make it run cleaner, give it 
more low end and come out of comers 
faster. When the smaller carb was 
mounted, it was done with a Bultaco 
manifold to put the carb in a level 
position as the stock position is at a 
fairly steep angle which very likely 
affects the float level in turns and such. 
As with all Amals, there is the starting 
drill of tickle it until gas comes out the 
hole and no more. Anymore and the 
thing becomes nearly impossible to 
start. Do it right and the engine comes 
alive after two or three prods on the 
left-side mounted kickstarter. 

A while back, the little Husky’s 
engine developed an air leak due to a 
bad seal and therefore had to have the 
cases split. When it was apart, someone 
couldn’t resist the temptation to stuff 
the crank, so they did. This is the only 
thing done to working parts, so it’s 
almost stock inside. The engine’s state 
of tune is the same as it was from the 
factory. 

The first thing I noticed when I 
climbed on the bike was that everything 
fit. Now, I’m 5°11” tall so I’m almost a 
full-sized person and the distances from 
the bars to the seat and from the seat to 
the pegs felt right. 

The next thing I noticed as | flailed 
the 125 around the Escape Country 
Motocross course was that no matter 
how far over my head I rode in the 
whoop-de-doos and nasty rough parts, 
that the famous Husky straight line 
stability sifted down into their littlest 
bike, and it always got me through in 
shape. 

The first sharp comer came at me a 
little faster than it should have and I 
began getting scary visions of what 
happened when I did the same thing on 
the 250. At this time I got a pleasant 
surprise. The 125 Husky is a bullet in 
corners. You don’t have to square them 
off; there is no front wheel skating. In 
short, it corners extra neat. If 
Husqvarna can make the 125 comer so 
well, why not the bigger ones? 

The suspension is nearly identical to 
the 250 and does a first rate job of 
filtering out the jolts. The front forks 
are massive-looking things with seals 
that didn’t weep a drop of oil, and 
internal springs. The back shocks are 
Girling and work well, as most Girlings 
do. 

Escape Country has a long back 
straight that goes into a 180 degree turn 
and this is where I found my major 
complaint with the bike: the brakes. 
They work so poorly, in fact, that the 
125 and I nearly went swimming in the 
lake that lurks just beyond said straight. 
This might just be due to wear but the 
full width hubs are so tiny that they 
can’t work too well. They do have one 
thing going for them, and that is the 
back jis full floating, so the rear wheel 
never hops or chatters. 

The machine’s folding footpegs are 
only fair as they get slippery when wet 
because of a smooth surface and have 
no return springs so they can jam in the 
up position. 

Even with the smaller carb, the 
engine wanted to load up if not kept on 
the pipe. This isn’t such a tall order 
because the bike has a close ratio 
six-speed gear box to help keep it 
singing. 

It shifts so fine, always grabbing the 
next gear and never complaining if the 
clutch isn’t used. On Greg’s bike, the 
shift lever has been bent in an arc to 
shorten the throw which is normally 
cant Tong. 


the working end components. 


Some of the features of the bike are: 
a paper aircleaner element (replaced by 
a Filtron on the test bike); Akront rims, 
3.50 X 18 and 3.00 X 21 Trelleborg 
tires; a rear sprocket held on by nine 
hefty bolts but not shock-mounted to 
the hub; Motoplat electronic ignition 
which never missed a beat; nine gauge 
spokes; a Renold chain that is big for a

125, aad elastic stop nuts all around. 
The frame is very “Husky” looking 
with a large single tube branching out 
into two smaller tubes under the engine. 
The crown is well-gusseted and after 
several months of racing, none of the 
frame members showed stress. Some of 
the welds on the frame are extremely 
good and then some of them aren’t so

good, although all appear strong. All the 
welds, pretty or not, and the rest of the 
frame are covered with a first-rate 
metallic silver paint job. The tank is 
colored an off yellow (well applied) that 
looks just like a scaled down version of 
the little Husqvarna’s big brothers’ 
tanks. The tank holds a moderate 1.85 
gallons of fuel, and is very skinny in the 
right places. 

One point of interest is the pipe. It is 
an upswept affair that is well tucked in 
and has a good heat shield that doesn’t 
conduct heat to one’s leg. It has a small 
coil spring under the head of the 
mounting bolt instead of being 
rubber-mounted, and the bulge in the 
stinger does a fairly decent job of 
cutting down the noise that issues forth. 

The 125 had been ridden all day 
before I got it and then I rode it a 
bunch. Not a single bolt or part was 
loose after all that riding — not one, 
This should indicate that the bike will 


stay in one piece in any racing 
encountered. 
The 125 Husqvarna isn’t

Al- 
though incorporating advanced 
features, the basic design had to 
be straightforward. 

While the bike must be light, 
it had to be sturdy enough to 
stand harsh treatment. 

The answer from Hagglunds 
was the XM72, powered by a 


stroke Sachs engine producing 
24 bhp at 5,500 rpm. It is fitted 
with a recoil starter. 

Transmission is by a centri- 
fugal clutch, variable-ratio belt 
primary drive, and shaft to the 
rear wheel. 

The clutch engages at 2,000 
rpm, and the shaft can be dis- 
engaged manually, for running 
the engine above 2,000 rpm if 
necessary. 

Ignition is by a Bosch 75-watt 
transistorised system. 

The power plant is rubber- 
mounted in a_ pressed-steel, 
beam frame, which acts as a 
tank for three gallons of 25-to-1 
petroil. Mixture is fed through a 
Tillotson membrane-type  car- 


mally and keeps the engine run- 
ning if the bike is on its side. 

Carried on stub axles and in- 
terchangeable, the | S8in-diameter 
wheels are cast in light alloy. 
Brakes are single discs, opera- 
ted hydraulically. 

The shaft-drive housing forms 
the pivoted rear arm, which is 
controlled by a single spring- 
and-hydraulic unit. 

Front fork is of leading-link 
type, also with a single suspen- 
sion strut, 

Provision is made for fitting 
side skis for riding on snow. 

Weight of the machine is 280 
lb. Top speed is about 70 mph. 
At present, three prototypes are 
being tested by the Swedish 
army.

At the SRA European Scrambles 


NOBODY GETS OFF WITHOUT SOMETHING

ADELANTO, CAL., Oct. 1, 1972 — The 
Sportsman Racing Association launched 
its fall program today by throwing a 
super keen European Scrambles in an 
area already nearly worn out by use. 
But surprises being the nature of the 
game, SRA layout people came up with 
a fresh course that hadn’t seen a tire 
track in a couple of rains (and that’s 
been awhile!). The course was like a 
gigantic wide motocross layout as it 
twisted in a high speed fashion through 
the hills and washes for about nine 
miles. Oddly enough due to the newness 
of the terrain, it got better and faster as 
the eight race schedule progressed and 
the turns bermed up making turns faster 
and surer. 

The full day got underway at 
promplty 8:00 with the combined 
0-200 Beginners under 16 years old. 
Watching this class by -themselves 
continues to amaze me since they 
always seem as fast and as smooth as the 
older riders. In this case it was the 
Honda 125 of Chris Gray that did the 
deed, taching about 11,000 RPM 
coming through the home turn. It seems 
that cams are not ready to die. The 
Open Novice got underway with Jack 
Hawk’s monstrous 501 Maico showering 
rocks and small boulders all over Alan 
Knebel and his trusty Husky for about 
2% laps before the mounting blisters on 
Jack’s hands got the better of him and 
he slowed just a second. Brother Jack 
Knebel, with a day off from serious 
racing, watched from the hill as Alan 
blasted by for the win. Some where 
around 27 powderpuffers lmed up next 
for the most popular race of the day, 
and when the banner was down and the 
dust cleared, it was Dawn Grant in the 
lead but a determined Joyce Harris was 
closing hard. Twenty-seven miles later 
Joyce edged Dawn by 17 inches for the 
overall win. 

The 250 Novice bash turned up a 
surprising set of events as Larry Fox on 
a Yamaha came by sixth on loop one, 
third on loop two, and then about two 
minutes ahead on the final lap. Unless

Larry is super-duper fast, it seems a lead 
pipe cinch that he must have missed 
somewhere along the course and blew a 
check. Larry did say that he got off the 
course at one point, spotted the dust 
and headed for it. If he missed the 
check, it’s a shame because he rode a 
great race anyhow. Yamaha mounted 
Mike Johnson and Don Lyon on a 
Suzuki rounded out the top three. 

It seems that there was a fire road 
not too far from the start that ran like 
an arrow to a point some three miles 
out on the course. SRA felt that 
including the road as part of the course 
would not be good so they told 
everyone on the starting line for each 
race that the road was taboo for all 
riders at all time. To enforce it, they 
stationed a flagmen and one of five 
course marshalls on the road during 
each event and put check one right 
where the road and course merged. To 
make a long story short, I think there 
will be at least a few disqualifications 
due to that road. 

On a more serious note, during 
cowtrailing trips in the area, I found 
two courses not more than a month old 
where the course markings had not been 
removed. One was marked with orange 
ribbon and green arrows, the other with 
orange cloth and black arrows. Fellas, 
getting land to race on is like pulling 
lions teeth. If these dirty pit areas and 
course markings are allowed to 
continue, goodby desert! When I arrived 
on Saturday morning, the pit area in 
general looked like a city dump, and 
there was hardly anyone there yet. We 
helped SRA clean it up and took a 
whole pickup truck load to the dump 
before noon. At that point, it still was 
not really clean, but just passable. Wow. 

Back to racing, in the 0-200 Novice 
thing, it was the Rickman Hodaka of 
Keith Myer that embarrased all the 
125’s and 175’s by wheeling to victory 
followed by Dick Luce and Nicky 
Simmons on alike 175 Yamahas. Then 
along came the 0-200 Beginners over 15 
years old and guess what happened?

Number One Wins One in His Spare Time

CHARLOTTE, N.C., September 17. - 
The biggest storm in the whole world 
brought a halt to the 100-mile Expert 
Final at the 43-lap point. Since more 


than half the 58 laps had been run the- 


race was allowed to stand. 

Mark Brelsford (H-D) dominated the 
race from flag to flag. He was headed 
only sporadically by Gary Fisher (Yam) 
in the first lap. By the time Brelsford 
entered the front straight at the end of 
lap one however he had a commanding 
lead and proceeded to extend it over the 
rest of the field.

because he had promised to show, but 
there was no time to prepare his road 
racer. 

When the flag went up Brelsford 
charged into the lead. Fisher, from his 
vantage point on the pole, nipped 
Brelsford’s lead and they played 
cat-and-mouse on the first lap. On lap 
two it was solid Brelsford, with Fisher, 
Cliff Carr (Kaw), and Kenny Roberts 
(Yam), a trio of hornets at his tail. Carr 
and Fisher diced for second, with Carr 
taking it on lap 15 and holding it until 
lap 22, when he dropped out for a full 
lap. Fisher was then second, with 
Roberts third, until Roberts dropped a 
lap to check something in the pits. 
Meanwhile Brelsford was all alone in 
front, until he began to lap the field. 

Conrad Urbanowski (Yam) had 
fouled a plug in the qualifying heat, and 
experienced similar problems during the 
Final, pulling out for several laps. Bart 
Markel (H-D), who was giving it the old 
Milwaukee try on his flat tracker, was 
also having some sort of difficulty and 
made several pit stops. On lap 29 Dave 
Sehl (H-D) overshot the course at the 
tight left hander before the front 
straight. Not daring to try a short cut 
under the noses of all those officials he 
made a legal reentry onto the course, 
which cost him several positions. 

The races continued with Brelsford 
somewhere out there leading the way, 
with Fisher, Roberts, Kel Carruthers 
(Yam), and Marty Lunde (Kaw) racing 
each other in hot pursuit. Cliff Carr’s

CHARLOTTE, N.C., September 17 - 
Jeff March (Yam) won his heat handily, 
then went on to win the Junior Final in 
much the same fashion that Brelsford 
did the Expert race a half hour later. 
Mike Hishiki, riding a high-barred 
Honda (“I don’t have enough 
experience with low bars yet”),had won 
his heat and turned in a creditable 
performance by taking second in the 
Final. 

March was stoked on his sponsor, 
Motion Enterprises of Elm, New Jersey, 
and was unabashed in praising them to 
the spectators. They had been working 
hard on this machine, he said later, “‘and 
they finally got the breaks.” 

Kurt Liebmann was a bit less 
enthusiastic about his sponsor, Butler 
and Smith. After he had won Pocono, 
they sent his BMW to Ontario for the 
big last National of the season next 
month. Liebmann was to ride the 
machine in the Junior road race, “but 
since a Friday race doesn’t draw any 
spectators they won’t send me out 
there. They’ll probably give it to 
Pridmore,” Liebmann wasn’t too happy 
with the arrangement. “We had worked 
on that bike fọr a year and finally got it 
going good .. . and I had wanted to see 
California and all.” Liebmann had taken 
third on his own Honda today. 

At the end of the race one official 
yelled, in a strong New Jersey accent, 
that there were three New Jersey riders 
in the winners’ circle, Perhaps they get 
their practice by outrunning cops on the 
N.J. Turnpike. 


NATIONAL PAPERS

I view Ontario as becoming the 
ultimate in American road racing each 
year. The track does not require raw 
horsepower, and it happens at a time 
when any rider worth his salt from 
anywhere in the world can-be on hand. 

The October first event hosted every 
top road racer in the world, except one. 
That’s Giacomo Agostini whose sponsor 
is not willing to go along with the 
American claiming rule. At least that is 
what has been printed in the past. 

This seems rather odd due to the fact 
that the FIM and the AMA agreed to a 
rule that states that at least one hundred 
engines of the same type would be built 
and approved under the world wide 
Formula 750 rule that is now in effect. 
(It’s 200 for American National only 
rules.) 

Our reports, rumored to come right 
from Ago himself, was that his machine 
that would be used for Ontario was just 
not competitive, or fast enough, for him 
to enjoy the edge he has become so 
accustomed to for the past few years. 
Rather than have this come out in print 
his bosses are saying they don’t want to 
take a chance on having his machine 
claimed. Only winning machines are 
ever claimed, and it is true that Bob 
Bailey may be lurking in the 
background on race day. 

Unlike FIM racing, the success of an 


AMA National does not have to depend 
on one rider, not with the lineup that 
Ontario has. It far exceeds anything in 
the past and is a far cry from just eight 
or ten years ago when everybody 
scooted to Daytona with their 
converted dirt-trackers, 

The AMA has only two true fast 
specialists in Art Baumann and Ron 
Grant: The rest of the well known 
household names are all at least part 
time dirt trackers who blend road racing 
when the schedule calls for it. 

Just so no reader goes out on a limb 
it should be pointed out that Yvon 
DuHamel is the three or four time 
Canadian dirt track champion from past 
years. In all honesty we cannot call Paul 
Smart and Kel Carruthers Yankees as 
both still have an accent. that is not 
Brooklyn or New Orleans, Even Ron 
Grant does not sound like a boy born 
by the Bay. 

It should also be pointed out that 
defending champion, John Cooper, did 
not even practice last year due to his 
BSA arriving late. His first laps came in 
the five lap qualifying heat race. How 
many American riders do yos know 
that ever won a road race with no 
practice, especially on a twenty one 
turn track like Ontario’s where half of 
the field last year carried maps of the 


course taped on their gas tanks? i

Birmingham Small Arms ` Ltd. 
unveiled their 1973 models at Ontario 
Motor Speedway last weekend. For 
1972 there will only be one BSA model, 
the Victor 500 MX (second from 
bottom). The company will continue to 
distribute the Rickman machines and 
for 1973 a 125 enduro machine is being 
produced. 

Triumph will have the most 
machines, six in all. The most startling is 
the Hurricane X-75. “Designed for the 
man who wants something different,” 
they say. It was designed by Craig 
Vetter originally as a BSA but the 
BSA-3 was dropped. It will be a limited 
production model. 

The rest of the Triumph line has 
been updated with the street machines 
that were 650 twins being punched out 
to 750 and receiving disc brakes and 
high bars. The trophy trail was well 
received at the preview. It is a very 
handsome 500cc twin with a 21 inch 
front wheel. The exhaust system 
features a collector on the lower right 
hand engine area. 

Also to be produced but not shown 
here will be several other Rickman 
motocrossers, and a less exotic version 
of the Triumph 750-3, All Triumphs 
will have either 500 or 750cc engines.

ONTARIO, CAL., Oct. 1, 1972 — “It 
isn’t going to be easy, but I want to win 


at least one race.” So said Paul Smart’ 


when he signed up to ride in this 
country for Kawasaki, He got the big 
one. 

At first it looked as though the 
Champion Spark Plug Motorcycle 
Classic was going to be a 
disappointment. One of the best riders 
on hand, Jarno Saarinen, the ‘new 
superman” of road racing fell in the first 
few hours of practice on Wednesday, 
injuring his leg severely enough to keep 
him out. 

But what was lost by Saarinen’s 
withdrawal was more than made up for 
by the result of the heat results. When 
the flag dropped for the first heat Yvon 
DuHamel on the Team Hansen 
Kawasaki rocketed away from Gary 
Fisher (Yam) and Cal Raybom (H-D). 
Yvon’s Kawasaki rushed away until turn 
11 of the 20-turn course where he fell 
and was relegated to a starting position 
in the back of the second wave. Cal won 
it with Fisher second. 

It was the second heat that really 
caused commotion, though. It was led 
from start to finish by the private 
Kawasaki of Cliff Carr. It has often been 
held, and the weekend would show, that 
Carr is one of The Best. But he is also a 
privateer, and AMA road racing has all 
the cards stacked against the privateer. 
Carr and his tuner, Kevin Cameron, have 
often run near the front, but bad luck 
and the big bucks competition from the 
factories have kept their Arlington 


(Massachusetts) Motor Sports sponsored 
Kawasaki from wimning. But this time 
they were in the front row and ready to 
do business after a long, hard season of 
riding their credit line. All the way 


through the heat Carr was pushed by 
Paul Smart on a factory Kawasaki which 
made it even more impressive. 

So three days later when they line up 
for the first half of the Champion Spark 
Plug Motorcycle Classic, Cliff Carr is in 
the front row with a good shot at the 
lion’s share of the $68,675 prize money. 
But he is joined by some of the heaviest 
talents in road racing: Cal Rayborn, 
Paul Smart, Gary Fisher, Gary Nixon 
(Kaw), and Kel Carruthers. Farther back 
in the pack is Renzo Pasolini, FIM 
number two plate holder who was just 
nipped at the flag ending the heat by 
Steve McLaughlin (Hon). Last year’s 
winner Englishman John Cooper (BSA) 
is sitting in the midst of a group of his 
countrymen: Peter Williams (Nor), Phil 
Read (Nor), and Tony Jeffries, (Tri). 
Nearby is New Zealand’s Geoff Perry. 

Not so lucky are Yvon DuHamel in 
the back row and Mark Brelsford who is 
changing a fouled plug when the flag 
drops. 

As the first wave of the 55 bike field 
charges the first turn Gary Nixon shoots 
out in front. Right on his tail is Cliff 
Carr. A few inches behind Carr is Paul 
Smart who remains there right to the 
end. In fourth is Kenny Roberts on a 
factory Yamaha 350. Cal Rayborn 
passes Art Baumann (Suz) and then 
Roberts for fourth. Already in ninth 
place on lap three and pumped ‘beyond 
the understanding of anyone watching is 
Yvon DuHamel. He came from 53rd 
place. 

A whole slew of machinery is already 
back in the pits. Don Emde is out. Gene 
Romero crashes and has gearbox 
problems. Eddie Mulder pits. Cooper 
and Pasolini bump each other hard in 
turn eight but stay upright. 

At five laps the order is: Nixon, Carr, 
Rayborn, Smart, Carruthers, Baumann, 
Roberts, and DuHamel is in eighth and 
still cutting his way up. Mark Brelsford 
is over a minute back and beginning to 
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catch riders. 

Then on lap seven, in the tricky, 
bumpy, scarey turn one, Carr takes the 
lead. Incredible! A privateer is leading 
the Big One. 

Art Baumann, in sixth, is involved in 
an altercation with a slower rider and 
put out of the race. The same slower 
rider puts Rayborn down and out a few 
laps later. 

Meanwhile, Nixon has repassed Carr, 
but Carr is breathing right down his 
neck, waiting. Now DuHamel is in fifth, 
five seconds down after eight laps and 
closing. Jody Nicholas gets into a 
gollywobble in turn 15 and goes to the 
hospital with a broken shoulder and 
clavicle. 

The leaders are well into traffic by 
lap 12 and somehow DuHamel is in 
third. Tony Jeffries and Dick Mann 
seem to be glued together as they 
circulate together, but more amazing is 
the trio of John Cooper, Phil Read, and 
Peter Williams. You could drop a 
blanket over all of them at any time. 


They move as one unit, running their’ 


own race, phased neither by slower nor 
faster traffic, always together, playing 
with each other and signalling. They 
seem to know each other pretty well. 

On lap 14 Yvon passes Cliff on turn 
18 for second spot. Yvon zeroes in on 
Gary. Behind the three Kawasakis, the 
Yamaha factory duo of Carruthers and 
Roberts wait. They know the thirsty 
threes will have to stop but that their 
Yamahas can take a shot at the distance. 

Suddenly Gary’s bike slows with 
trans problems, and he pulls into the 
pits, out for the duration of ‘the first 
half. DuHamel has gone from 53rd to 
first in a mere 16 laps. 

Back in the pack, Renzo Pasolini 
undergoes an amazing transformation. 
Until now he has been riding smoothly 
and inauspiciously. Now he begins to 
really push. Tires chattering, leaned over 
at crazy angles, he begins to charge.

Goerge Kerker has been in and out of 
the pits with clutch problems and has 
just returned to the track in front of the 
Cooper-Read-Williams tea party which is 
being passed by Steve McLaughlin. In 
turn one the megaphone breaks off 
George’s Honda, and it gets involved 
with his rear wheel, putting him 
sideways at 120. Somehow he saves it, 
and the megaphone doesn’t catch 
anybody else. Later George can be seen 
waving the remains of his exhaust 
system at his pit crew while he yells at 
them. McLaughlin on a Honda 750 
passes the three Britishers in the infield. 

On lap 19 the gas stops begin. 
DuHamel is first in and he loses his lead 
to Carr who picks up some more lap 
money. The order on lap 20 is Carr, 
Smart, Carruthers, Roberts, DuHamel, 
Perry, Fisher, and a fast, consistent Mert 
Lawwil in eighth. Smart and Carr both 
pit for gas. 

The new leader is last year’s almost: 
Kel. This time he is dogged by his 
teammate Kenny Roberts who fought 
with him for the lightweight win the 
previous day. Roberts gets by on lap 24. 
The two Yamahas are followed by 
Yvon, Cliff, and Paul. Will the Yamahas 
stop? DuHamel is closing about eight 
seconds back. He finds it a little slippery 
in turn 16 and loses a little time. 

Then on lap 31 Yvon meets with 
disaster as he tries to pass a slower rider 
as he enters the horseshoe and gets 
knocked off, breaking his elbow and 
tearing up the bike. The incredible 
Canadian gets up, restarts, and rides 
back to his pit to prepare for the second 
half heat. 

Kenny pulls away for a while but 
then he pits for fuel on lap 32 and Kel 
takes a solid lead. Kel’s crew tries to 
bring him in for gas, but with a six 
second lead over Kenny he waves off 
the gas stop four times. When the flag 
falls, Kel has plenty of gas left. 

Behind Kel the first half finishing 
order is Roberts, Carr, (25 seconds 
back), Perry, Smart, Pasolini, Fisher, 
Lawwill, Cooper, and McLaughlin. Mark 
Brelsford has put on a brilliant ride to 
come to llth place from dead last. 
They will start the second half in the 
order that they finish.

in and out of the pits, despite his 
Talladega injuries and doctors’ advice 
not to race after his first half crash, he is 
still going.

The spectators are 
beginning to get behind him as Roxy 
Rockwood tells them what’s happening.

Mulder breaks and goes out. 

Smart comes up to challenge Carr 
who is slowed by traffic in the infield, 
but Kevin Cameron’s super engine pulls 
Carr back in front before he loses the 
lap 17 lap money.

takes on. fuel. It is an appallingly long 
stop — 10 seconds. Perry takes almost as 
long. The crowd is beginning to 
anticipate a privateer victory, but it 
never comes. 

Not 
because he did something wrong, not 
because Kevin Cameron overlooked 
something, but because they were 
privateers. Because they are privateers 
they can’t get the trick crankshaft that 
they wanted and *needed to win. A 
bearing on the right end has shattered 
and with it not only the dreams of Carr 
and Cameron but Kawasaki’s chances 
for a double in the Classic. The crowd, 
too, has lost the popular hero in the 
Arlington Motor Sports underdog. 

So Paul Smart picks it up and 
continues on just as he has all weekend 
with a precise, smooth, fast, beautiful 
ride. He is untouchable now, barring the 
mechanical woes tht never come. 

Gary Nixon takes a long gas stop 
dropping him out of second place. In 
second now is Mark Brelsford, showing 
why he is National Champ after starting 
about 45 seconds behind everyone two 
hours before. On lap 22 Perry passes 
him to take possession of second place. 

Brelsford is engaged in a dice with 
Renzo Pasolini, who’s H-D is still missing, 
for third place. Mark needs to wedge a 
rider between them in order to get third 
overall, but the rider never comes up 
from behind, and they can’t catch 
Perry. DuHamel stops for four laps to 
fix a flat rear tire.

and Cooper. The first four places remain 
the same despite Pasolini’s best efforts 
to dislodge Brelsford, but there are 
some battles shaping up behind them, 
As Rayborn moves up past Smith 
into fifth it leaves Smith’s rear flank, 
exposed to John Cooper. Now, Smith 
rides for Don Vesco, and last year, in 
the last few feet of the race, Cooper just 
nipped Carruthers who then rode for 
Vesco. So the signs come out franticly 
signally Smith of a rapidly approaching 
Cooper, But there isn’t anything that 
Smith can do, and Cooper keeps waving 
at Vesco’s pits with a grin like the wolf 
who is about to eat the family chickens. 
In the last few laps everyone either 
backs off or dashes for home. Pasolini 
and Brelsford and Cooper and Smith do 
the latter. Sure enough, Cooper blitzes 
out of the very last turn to beat Smith 
by half a wheel. Vesco must hate him. 
And that is how Paul Smart aboard a 
Seeley Kawasaki came to win $30,400. 
In the winner’s circle Smart was joined 
by Geoff Perry and Renzo Pasolini. 
Fourth place Mark Brelsford was first 
Yank. Paul Smart, the man who was 
almost fired because he supposedly 
wasn’t riding well enough, who had to 
pay his own way to Talladega, | thus 
becomes the only man to win the 
richest races on both sides of the pond 
— Imola and the Champion Classic. 
When asked what his plans were for 
next year Smart replied, “‘I’ll stay with 
the company.’ ’ Where is he going to 
live?

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In the Combined race Kel 
Carruthers proved again that he is the 
master of this class, but challenged came 
from his Yamaha factory teammate, 
Kenny Robetts. 

When the flag drops, Gary Nixon 
aboard a Kawasaki 350 single leads the 
field of 32 riders through the first turn. 
He is followed by Steve Baker, the 
second place finisher in the previous 
day’s Junior race. Yvon DuHamel forgot 
to turn on his gas and gets away about 
30 seconds after the second wave. 

By the end of the first lap Kenny 
Roberts, Gary Fisher, and Marty Lunde 
have scooted by Nixon.

Ron Pierce, a 
usual front runner in this event is out 
with a seizure. Jerry Greene crashes in 
turn 18, the first part of the “‘S” before 
the tight tum 20 leading onto the 
straight, and he is run over by Paul 
Higgins and some other riders. Greene is 
taken to the hospital with a broken 
pinkie. 

Carruthers snaps up second place on 
lap 7, but Roberts. is still a ways in 


front. 


Bikes begin to drop out as Don Emde 
pulls out. Nixon retires with a loose 
exhaust pipe, and Jeff March crashes 
putting him out. Back in the pack 
DuHamel has amazingly carved his way 
into tenth place by the end of lap 10. 
All weekend, Yvon is making up time. 

On lap 12 Carruthers goes high on 
the banking in the first turn and passes 
Roberts for the lead. Now Carruthers 
begins using traffic to pull out a four 
second. lead over Roberts, Lynggard 
crashes in turn 6 but restarts. Later he is 
black flagged because his fairing is loose. 


Kel and Kenny were almost always thi is close, but Kel was in front at the flag. 


He repairs it and continues. The order is 
now Carruthers, Roberts, Fisher, Smith 
and Lunde. DuHamel is now in eighth 
and still gaining, but then his ignition 
system packs up, and he retires.

ONTARIO, CAL., Sept. 30, 1972 — 
Thirty five Expert class motocrossers 
descended on the infield of Ontario 
Motor Speedway to split up $2100 of 
Champion’s AMA-sanctioned money. 
With the Trans-AMA running in Ohio 
the next day, there was little 
anticipation of any “big” names 
showing and, in fact, not too many of 
the racers present are household words, 
even in racing-oriented households. 

One result of this, and the fair-sized 
purse, is that there was no extreme 
domination of the motos. The battles 
were fierce and frequent for top spot in 
both the 250 and 500 classes for all 20 
minutes of each of the three rounds. If 
anybody left, it wasn’t out of boredom. 
As amatter of fact, it looked like more 
people spectated the motocross than 
had been watching the just-completed 
Junior-Expert Lightweight Road Race.

Motocross-sponsored Maico rider who 
looked a lot faster on the last moto than 
anybody except Staten had all day. He 
was actually pulling away from Rex at 
the final checkered. 

Eierstedt had some very smooth lines 
and went around them in the last two 
motos, with Staten behind him. 
Spectacular of the day was Staten 
passing Longcor over the jump to take 
second behind Eierstedt. The two tied 
on points after three 20-minute bashes, 
but Eierstedt got the cverall based on 
his final moto win: a convincing one.

Unlucky Tim got restarted and 
moved into fourth and started racing 
again. Then Hart’s Maico quit for good 
about two laps later. It had drowned 
out in one of the two mudholes on what 
was basically a very dusty course.

TECHNICAL ODDS & ENDS 


The Seeley Kawasakis don’t have the 
mag wheels that the standard framed 
bikes are using. Smart has persuaded 
Nixon to go Seeley. The team Suzukis 
look ratty and aren’t as overwhelmingly 
fast as anticipated. In fact, just about 
everybody who did anything had a ratty 
looking bike. The lightweights all seem 
to be using the new wrap-around tread 
that Goodyear brought out to Laguna 
Seca. Patraco had a free dyno service in 
the pits. The major tire companies and 
the race’s sponsor, Champion. Spark 
Plugs, had shops in the pits. They were 
all helpful to the riders; passing out 
freebies, giving technical advice, fitting 
tires. 

Jerry Greene’s Kanemoto tuned 
Kawasaki 500 dry gulched the H-D of 
Scott Brelsford off the line but 
Rayborn’s H-D stayed with the 750 
Kaws into the first turn. Greene’s Kaw 
was timed faster than Calvin’s 750. 
Greene went 143 (with a head wind) 
while Cal only managed 142 (calm) at 
the end of the straight in the heats. 
Qualifying races should pay money. 
They are good racing. 

The 125 mile race length presented a 
lot of problems. The majority of the 
bikes are Yamahas, and the Yamahas 
can go about 115 miles on a tank of gas. 
This meant that just about everyone had 
to stop. The 250s get just a little better 
mileage than the 350s. One rider who 
solved the problem was Terry Kiraly of 
Albuquerque. Terry left his oil pump on 
his 350. Now the first rule in preparing 
a Yamaha road racer is supposed to be 
“throw away the oil pump”, but instead 
Terry modified his. By so doing he 
could run smaller jets. The Yamaha 
people said it couldn’t be done, but 
Terry was the only Yamaha-mounted 
Junior to go without a gas stop — and 
he finished with over a gallon of gas 
left! Not only that, but he misjudged 
the wind conditions and geared too low. 
This is the second bike that he has so 
prepared and his engine life is terrific. 

Kel Carruther’s Yamahas use ram air 
cooling ducts like the ones found on the 
Suzuki street bikes.

is made of styrofoam, and gas and other 
petroleum products will melt styrofoam 
on contact. Liquid gasoline will liquify 
styrofoam almost instantly, and even 
gas fumes will do ajob on it. Keep your 
helmet as far as possible from gasoline, 
and use reasonable care in bringing it in 
contact with any chemical. 

An important point about the liner: 
styrofoam absorbs the energy of a shock 
by deforming. It dents. It is not, 
however, a resilient material and won’t 
bounce back to its original shape after 
an impact. Once the liner is dented it 
has lost forever some of its capacity to 
absorb an impact. Now we’ve all seen 
some cyclists wearing bashed and 
battered helmets as a sort of “badge of 
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courage.” A friend of mine, in fact, 
wears a battered old helmet because he 
considers it his lucky helmet. “It saved 
my life back in 1968,” he states 
proudly. What he doesn’t know, 
however, is that it might not be able to 
save his live in 1972. If you own a 
helmet that has suffered a substantial 
impact, either throw it out or send it 
back to the manufacturer for 
refurbishing. The reputable 


manufacturers offer this service for a 
reasonable charge. And don’t just go by 
the way the outside shell looks. The 
shell may look fine while the liner inside 
can be damaged. 

So that’s the helmet story in brief, 
Buy a good helmet, take care of it, and 
change it now and then. It could be the 
difference between bugs in your 
teeth,,,or worms!

1. IMPROPER EQUIPMENT 

Spark Arrestors: Perhaps the most 
prevalent cause of improper equipment 
citations is the lack of a suitable spark 
arrestor. State law does not dictate the 
use of spark arrestors but it does grant 
the determination to the agency having 
jurisdiction over the public lands which 
are involved. In California, the U.S. 
Forest Service demands the use of a 
U.S.F.S.-approved spark arrestor on any 
motorcycle operated in the National 
Forests, on a year-around basis. In some 
areas, the local U.S.F.S. rangers will 
issue citations for lack of a spark 
arrestor even when traveling on 
hard-surfaced roads, whereas other areas 
will invoke the policy only when 
operating on trails or in a cross-country 


citations for 
Driver’s License. 

Unfortunately, the law has read this 
way for many years and a person given a 
citation under these circumstances has 
no recourse but to plead for dismissal or 
pay the penalty. 

As a matter of interest, the U.S. 
Forest Service Rangers do not issue 
citations except for violations involving 
spark arrestors and- operation in 
prohibited areas. However, upon receipt 
of a significant number of complaints 
from any specific area, either the 
Highway Patrol or the County Sheriff’s 
Office will dispatch a patrolman to the 
area to issue citations. Too often, the 
truly innocent off-roader falls victim to 
a situation created by the irresponsible 
off-roader. And even more often, it is 
usually some yoùngster without a 
license, who pays the penalty for the

the night before and the police felt that 
the suspect had discarded or hidden the 
loot somewhere in the field.

The following weekend, six of these 
same persons returned to: the field. 
Three of the riders had arrived earlier 
and were riding when the second group 
of three riders arrived in a pick-up. The 
first three riders rode up to the second 
pickup and parked their bikes. Two of 
the three bikes in the second pick-up 
had been unloaded when a city 
policeman arrived and issued citations 
to all six persons. The policeman cited 
Section 602(m) of the Penal Code (see 
above) as the basis for their arrest. 

The six riders, all of whom were 
faced with paying a fine of $125, sought 
the services of an attorney to represent 
them. The best offer they got was $350 


and counties. 

Citations have been issued and in 
most cases, the cited party pays the fine 
and doesn’t contest the citation. In Los 
Angeles County and in Orange County, 
such is not the case. Here an individual 
has taken his case to Court and resulted 
in having the ‘Written Permission 
Ordinances’ set aside because they are in 
violation of the state law (Section 602 
of the Penal Code) which the Courts 
have found to “‘cover the field.”

One of the benefits of being publisher 
of Cycle News is that you get to travel 
around with the Boss, and she goes to 
most of the places I like. 

Take Amsterdam... better yet, leave it 
where it is and just visit. The Dutch 
solved their land use problem centuries 
ago by winning it out of the ocean.

Even freeways have a 
white line to the right (or left, in 
England) marking off a narrow width of 
shoulder for bike riders, both the 
pedalled and motored variety. This 
two-wheel congestion in and around 
Amsterdam is incredible. Crossing a 
typical street, one feels trapped inside a 
runaway bread slicer. 

But the cycle and bicycle riders are 
skillful, courteous and seldom get in the 
way. European girls are slim-hipped and 


beautiful-legged from all that 
pedal-pushing.

bicycle-buying in the U.S. these days.

“Only about 40 or 45,” he replied 
with perfect honesty.

Pretty as Bohemia is, and every view 
was a postcard, uncrowded by tourism 
as yet, and probably the richest little 
country within the Soviet bloc, I was 
glad to get out of there.

“repair shop,” he replied. 

“Is that what you want, yourself?” 
pursued the reporter. 

With the briefest glance at the burly 
Communist Party members listening 
nearby, the Czech answered, “I want 
what the State wants.” 


* * * * * 
Everywhere, all you see in Czecko are 
these red Jawa road bikes. What 
Americans refer to as “the peasant 


model.” Some have sidecars, some are 
pulling trailers. 

“We sell a large amount of our 
production to Russia,” one Jawa 
factory man told me. “This engine was 
designed in 1947,” he emphasized. “We 
know that the cylinders are too close 
together, and the crank bearings are 
designed wrong, etcetera, we know this. 
We have motorcycles with new design, 
modern two-strokes and four-strokes. 
We have built them and tested, and they 
are wonderful. But Russia buys 50,000 
of this model a year because they go 
50,000 kilometers without repair. 

“You see,” the factory man 
concluded, raising his brows with the 
eyelids lowered, “‘We cannot have the 
resources for retooling...that is a, what 
do you call it? A planned economy.” In 
other words, the state decides. 

How fortunate we are in America to 


have free competition and private 
enterprises, compared to the people 
who are. subjects of the alternative 


system. Yet little Bohemia, a country 
about the size of Louisiana, has three 
motorcycle factories to our one.

WEMBLEY, ENGLAND, Sept. 16, 1972 
— Speedway great, Ivan Mauger, is 
Champion of the World, for the fourth 
time. The 32 year old New Zealand 
super-star successfully topped a galaxy 
of international aces at the historic 
Empire Stadium, Wembley, to win one 
of the most sensational Championships 
of the current era. 

The fact that the Championship was 
decided at Wembley — for so long the 
traditional, revered arena for World title 
aspirants — added glitter and impetus to 
the occasion. As an awe-inspiring, 
nerve-tingling spectacle there is simply 
no substitute for a World Final at 
Wembley. 75,000 fans from all corners 
of the globe crammed excitedly around 
the famous 378 yard ribbon and dirt to 
watch 16 of the world’s leading 
leather-clad gladiators hell-bent on 
claiming the sport’s ultimate prize. For 
the reigning King, Ole Olsen (Denmark), 
this night of nights ended in heartbreak. 
He finished third...and from his grasp 
slipped the crown he had worn so 
proudly and worthily for the past 12 
months. Splitting the dynamic duo, in 
second place, was Bernt Persson of 
Sweden. 


PAY DISPUTE SETTLED 

The build-up to the Final this year 
struggled along under the black cloud of 
a riders’ threat not to ride unless 
increased’ payment was forthcoming. 
The five British finalists — Mauger, 
Briggs, Louis and the Boocock brothers 
— demanded a 1000 pound bonus each 
for reaching Wembley. 

After talks with the Speedway 
Control Board, the riders issued a joint 
statement. It said: “It was made clear to 
us that we are under contract to ride in 
the World Final, and this we will do 
because we fell we have we hbgetion to 
the public. However we are still 
adamant that the rewards for reaching 
the World Final are ridiculously low.” 
THREE RUSSIAN BIKES STOLEN 

After the Thursday practice, six 
Russian machines were locked in a 
workshop on the Wembley grounds. The 
following morning it was discovered 
three bikes were missing (stolen). Not 
unnaturally the Russians were more 
than put out and the English officials 
were equally embarrassed. With little 
love lost between the two countries 
anyway, the English authorities had to 
work hard to preserve diplomatic 
relations and only a spontaneous gesture 
from New Zealanders, Ronnie Moore 
and Graeme Stapleton, and Scotsman, 
Bert Harkins, saved a total Russina 
walk-out. The three British League 
riders agreed to loan their bikes to the 
Russians. The whole affair undoubtedly 
had an unsettling effect on the Soviet 
camp...but none could have been more 
put out than English ‘white hope’, John 
Louis, who was also a victim of the 
thieves. 


UNIQUE WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP 


DOUBLE FOR KIWI KING 

But through it all — diplomatic 
incidents; disputed refereeing; drama 
and despair — one man _ emerged 
triumphant, the cool, methodical, 
magnificently dedicated Mauger, to set 
yet another ‘first’ in the history of the 
sport. Mauger’s the first man ever to win 
both the World 1,000 metre Long Track 
Championship and the World Individual 
Speedway Championship in the same 
season. 

This feat puts him parallel with 
another all-time great New Zealander, 
Barry Briggs, and only one World 
Championship win behind the greatest 
rider of them all, Swede, Ove Fundin. 

For a sizeable chunk of the season he 
rode with broken bones in both wrists — 
the legacy of his World Best Pairs crash 
in Sweden. Only when he could no 
longer hold onto a bike did he take a 
couple of weeks off — the absolute 
minimum amount of time he was 
prepared to spend on the sidelines. To 
get to the meeting at all he sat up nights 
dunking his wrists in cold water to 
relieve pain and swelling. 

BRIGGS INJURED 

“Mauger was set-back in his opening 
race — heat two — when Barry Briggs 
rocketed from the inside gate position 
and showed everyone just where his 
intentions lay by soundly whipping the 
eventual Champion. Briggo’s win threw 
the whole thing wide open at the stage 
bur agea. hit ‘him next time out when 
he, cras!

with a serious hand injury. Briggs went 
into the first corner on the outside of 
Persson who appeared to clip Briggs’ 
front wheel. Briggs fell and was run over 
by Russian, Valery Gordeyev. The 
Soviet’s bike, which he borrowed from 
Bert Harkins catapulted high along the 
track and onto the top of the safety 
fence in spectacular fashion. 
Unfortunately it was poor Briggs who 
failed to regain his feet and had to be 
stretchered off. Two fingers on his left 
hand had caught in a primary chain and 
were almost severed. 

The accident was disastrous for the 
likeable Kiwi as apart from destroying 
his chances of picking up a very Possible 
fifth World title, it meant his withdrawl 
from the Great Britain team to contest 
the World Team Championship in 
Germany the following weekend and his 
absence from the speed scene for the 
remainder of the European season. 


OLE OLSEN SPILLS AND 
LOSES ALL CHANCE 


Gloom also set in for the reigning 
Champion, Ole Olsen. In one split 
second as he skidded sickningly onto the 
track mid-way through the first race, 
away slipped his crown. Facing fellow 
British League riders Christer Lofqvist 
(Sweden), John Louis (England) and 
Bernt Persson (Sweden), Olsen made a 
disastrous gate, reared and found 
himself stone last going into the first 
turn. Desperately he chased the field, 
passing Louis a lap later but still 
spotting leaders Lofqvist and Persson a 
fair margin. On the second lap the 
Danish whirlwind sensationally 
narrowed the gap and flew under 
Persson to take second. With one to go 
he was snapping at Lofqvist’s heels as 
they shot past the yellow. Into the top 
turn Olsen went for an outside run, and 
suddenly lost grip with his back wheel. 
Down he went, sliding towards the 
fence as Lofqvist carried on to win from 
Persson and Louis. 

How sick Ole must have felt as he 
made his way back to the pits knowning 
that in his next four starts, in which he 
was to face both Briggs and Mauger (it 
wasn’t until the next heat that Briggs 
crashed), he could not afford the 
slightest slip and even then he may not 
be able to hang onto the title. Ole 
didn’t falter his task in his remaining 
four riders and managed to beat all 
comers, including Mauger, but his 12 
points were just one short of the 13 that 
Mauger and Persson managed to put 
together. So it was third place for the 
despondent Dane after a heart-breaking 
night. 


SWEDISH OUTSIDER SPRINGS 
SURPRISE OF THE NIGHT 
Without a doubt the shock 
performance of the night came from 
Swedish test rider, Bernt Persson. Three 
Swedes took to the track — Persson, 
Lofqvist and Anders Michanek — with 
Persson the least fancied of the trio. 
Undoubtedly, the .SVEMQ, authorities ,

Land of Lake for the first time since the 
last of Ove Fundin’s wins back in 1967. 
In favor too as an outsider likely to 
succeed was the fiery little Lofqvist, 
freely tipped as a probable placegetter 
and the man most likely to spring the 
surprises. But everyone reckoned 
without Persson. 

Persson dropped only two points in 
the entire meeting: in his first race (to 
Lofqvist) and in his last race (to 
Mauger). But twice he had to concede 
defeat to the flying Kiwi. In the run-off 
for first place, Mauger won the toss and 
led all the way from the inside starting 
position. At the end of four rides it was 
actually Persson who headed the field 
with 11 points against Mauger’s ten. 
Heat 19 was critical for Mauger as he 
went out to meet the Swede, knowing 
he HAD to win to force a run-off. 
Mauger did just that and hauled himself 
right back into contention. Once in line 
for a run-off and with victory set firmly 
in his sights, Ivan made no mistakes. 
The night will undoubtedly live forever 
in the Swede’s memory: night when he 
was so near, yet so far. 

His fellow countryman, Lofqvist, did 
in fact come up to expectations and 
dented many reputations as he raced to 
three heat wins and a. total of 11 points 
for equal fourth place with Englishman, 
John Louis, in what was a World Final 
debut for both riders. Apart from taking 
a point from Persson that the latter 
could ill afford, Lofqvist disposed of the 
Boocock brothers and most of. the 
Russians with ease. 

NO FAVORS FROM RUSSIANS 

Lone Pole, Waloszek, had a tough 
time, with two spills in his first race, 
neither of his own doing, but garnered 
three points nevertheless when he led 
home Chlinovskij. A good start, but a 
third place, next time out and a fall, 
when mixing it with two Russians, put 
paid to any prospective challenge. No 
love lost between the traditional East 
European rival countries, Russia and 
Poland, either. The Russians gave 
Waloszek no favors: as seen by 
Gordeyev when he barged under the 
Pole and had him off on the top bend in 
heat 11. With no allies at all, it was a 
rough night for the 34 year old 
European Champion. 

A massive challenge developed from 
the Soviets. Six of their men made their 
World Final debuts on the strange, 
foreign, tricky Wembley circuit. 
Managed by Igor Plechanov, last of the 
Russian ‘greats’ returning to the scene 
of former glories, the Hammer and 
Sickle boys faced an uphill battle from 
the outset and their task was not made 
any easier by the unfortunate theft of 
their bikes. 

Much of the interest, as far as 
western observers were concerned, 
centred on Valery Gordeyev. Mystery 
had surrounded the rider after his name 
first appeared in preliminary round 
results earlier this season. Vladimir 
Gordeyev, his elder brother, appeared in 
the Wroclaw .World. Final in -1970 and. 
again at Uilevi last year} It was at Ullevi' ' 
that Vladimir .ised. the, banned. nitro... 
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methane fuel additive which led to his 
suspension by the FIM for one year. 
When the name Gordeyev cropped up in 
results again this season, naturally 
suspicions were aroused. 

It was hardly an auspicious debut 
outside the Tron Curtain for the 
youngster though. Lacking the sparkle 
that Vladimir displayed in Sweden last 
year, young Gordeyev wound up the 
night with two points plus the 
experience of being involved in the 
spectacular Briggs crash. When Griggo 
fell, Gordeyev was so close behind that 
he ran straight over BB — I understand 
Briggo had bike marks up his back — 
and somersaulted along the track. 

The other five Russians all finished 
lower down the chart and didn’t exactly 
set the place alight, but they were 
always worth watching. Most of their 
appeal lies in their total 
unpredictability. All of them appear 
capable of anything at anytime. 


BOOCOCK BROTHERS AND 
LOUIS REPRESENT ENGLAND 

For World Final debutant Louis it 
was a mixed night. To have his best bike 
stolen immediately before the meeting 
could have been an unnerving 
experience. By collecting 11 points and 
finishing equal fourth at his very first 
attempt at the world championship in 
his very first season of division one 
speedway shows just how well he coped 
with the set-back. 

Louis, the Ipswich captain, was 
fanatically supported. At least 30 coach 
loads of loyal fans made the trip to 
Wembley to cheer their favorite and 
some 6,000 tickets were sold at Ipswich 
prior to the Final. The 28 year old 
former scrambler did not disappoint, 
doing all that could have been expected 
of him, 

From a modest start — third behind 
Lofqvist and Persson — he worked 
upwards with a second to Mauger, then 
a win over Trofimov, Gordeyev and 
Waloszek. Pavlov better him in his 
fourth ride but he hit back to wind up 
the evening with a win over Michanek, 
reserve Jimmy McMillan and Kuzmin. 


NIGEL RIDES DESPITE 
FRACTURED WRIST 


Once again luck deserted Nigel, elder 
of the British stalwarts. A fortnight 
before the Final he piled up at Leicester 
with. Ray Wilson in the ‘Golden 
Gauntlets’ open meeting. A chipped 
right thumb and a broken bone in his 
left wrist was his lot from that little 
escapade. Still he soldiered on. With his 
wrist bound and strapped in a special 
suport, Nigel once again displayed the 
grit and tenacity for which he is 
renowned. While never shaping as a 
prospective Champion, Booey did well 
under the circumstances and came away 
with six points to his credit. 

For Eric, it was a more dismal night. 
In all honesty he was but a mere shadow 
of the rider fans know can mix it 
successfuly with the best. At times he 
seemed way out of touch with the 
proceedings, languishing at the foot of 
the score chart along with Russian, 
Gordeyev, with two points. Drawn at 
number two in the program, Eric had 
the misfortune to be out in ‘the first 
heat and he got no further than that big 
locker on the first corner which brough 
down Waloszek. As with Michanek in 
the re-run, the inevitable exclusion 
virtually drained away any chance Eric 
may have had so he could hardly be 
blamed for losing heart. His only points 
of the night came in his last ride when 
he beat Russians, Pavlov and.Gordeyev 
to the line.

R.A.C.E. Night MX at Corona-

CORONA, CAL., Sept. 14, 1972 — 
Once again, Corona had a few surprises 
for the riders. Not only was the course 
super muddy, but the start was reversed. 
Instead of taking the long way around 
the lake and through the infield, the 
pack now went into the close tum, over 
the jump, and out the chute into the 
hills all tightly bunched together. With 
the entire field racing into that first turn 
full of mud, it was slip-and-slide at the 
start of almost every moto. 

Even the flagman was a surprise,-as he 
was wearing a black-and-white T-shirt 
and a few riders mistook him for the 
checkered. 

Due to popular request (by the 
parents), all minicycles raced only two 
motos and went off last. The 100 
Juniors started it all and Don Bongiorno 
(Kaw) was back for another win with 
three easy firsts. Sam Knapp (Yam) was 
second and Don Wallace (Hon) third. 

The 125 Experts put on a great show 
for the crowd. Jeffrey Vidic (Pen) 
finished first overall with a 3-1-1, Tim 
Lunde (Bul) second with three twos, 
and Ray Lopez (Mon) third with a 
1-8-3. Ron Boozell (Mon) and Ricky 
Park (Cara) took first and second in the 
125 Intermediates — they were the only 
ones entered. 

Albert Cancino (Hus) won the first 
place trophy in the 125 Junior Division 
I, with Tim Buck (CZ) and Glen 
Bowman (Puc) second and third 
respectively. Lance Bryson (Hus) took 
first overall in the Second Division of 
the 125 Juniors, followed by Dennis 
Boulware (Car) second and Brad Lynch 
(Pen) third. 

Rex Staten and his CZ took home the 
payroll again in both. the 250 and 500 
Expert classes, but the 250 Experts put 
on one of the best races for some time. 
When Bill Saltzman (Hus) wasn’t 
bothering Rex, Ray Topham (CZ) and 
Val Tamietti (Yam) were. 

One of the best ‘“‘pick-em-off” races 
was the first moto. On the first lap, 
Topham was close behind Staten when 
he overshot the berm on the long uphill 
and killed his engine. While trying a 
quick re-start, Ray was center-punched 
on the side of the track, thus setting off 
a chain reaction with four additional 
bikes and riders ploughing into the two 
riders who by now were obviously down 
for good. 

However, Topham got it ‘“‘up-and-on” 
and managed to zap his way through the 
pack from thirteenth to third in the 
four remaining laps. Rex Staten took 
first overall, followed bysRay Topham 
in second, Bill Satlzman third, and Val

Tamietti fourth. Clay Musolf (CZ) 
claimed first overall for the 250 
Intermediates, with Corona regulars 


Floyd Burk (Kaw) and Leon Baird 
(Hus) in for second and third. 

Steve Diehr (CZ) won the 250 Junior 
trophy the hard way. After two wins, he 
brought it home on the wheel with his 
front tire dangling from his handlebars 
on the last moto, finishing dead: last. 
Steve still had enough points to beat out 
Dave Bird (Yam) in second and John 
Rogers (Suz) third. These three riders 
(as was true in almost every class) put in 
some travel time for their trophies. 

Rex Staten again won all three firsts 
from the 500 Experts, and Bill Saltzman 
(Hus) took all three seconds. Randy 
Hoff (CZ) took home a lot of happy 
money for third place his second time 
out as an Expert (Randy’s been riding 
Junior, but by his own request, simply 
skipped the Intermediates and went out 
with the Big Boys. NIce going, Randy!!) 

The 500 Intermediates were in the 
same race and had their own battle 
going for first overall. The results were: 
Darrell Sutherland (Mai) first, Greg 
Goodwin (Hus) second, and Jim 
Latendresse (Bul) third. 

Lin Pickens (Hus), another Corona 
regular, won the 500 Junior trophy, 
with Dave Bird (Yam) in second an 
John Rogers (Suz) in third, Bird an 
Rogers made their trips worthwhile with 
each winning two trophies for their 
night’s riding. 

The Minis finished up the evening 
with a really tight race. The regulars 
were back again, but this time David 
Oller (Hon) took first overall followed 
by Bill Taylor (Yam), second, and David 
Dieterle (Hon), third.

The spectacle started with the 125’s, 
as in the first of the two 20-minute 


motos, John Rice (Puc) led for about’ 


half the duration. At that point, he 
suddenly discovered a new line through 
one turn...on the other side of the berm. 
Not finding it to his liking, he re-entered 
the course, only to find that Chris 
Morgenson had gotten by. As if this 
were not bother enough, Tom Zahnter, 
mounted on a Hodaka Wombat, began 
pestering him from behind. But Lo, in 
shades of Ascot action, John then 
trickily swatted Tom’s front wheel out 
from under him! Unfortunately, he 
threw his own chain in the maneuver 
and dropped well back. 

The second moto, led by Jim 
McDonald (Pen), became not a battle 
for first, but rather a dice for second 
between Zahnter and Morgenson.

because he’s a member of the 
sponsoring club.); and John R. looked 
to have first overall in the 125 Am/Ex 
class sewed up until the last moto when 
Gene Cannady’s DKW fouled a plug. 


Unfortunately, John R. was riding 
Gene’s DKW at the time. 
Gene, meanwhile, was apparently 


-recovered from his Six Days’ gold medal 
effort and was winning the Open 
Am/Ex class on a prototype 350 Honda. 
He got the overall through a 
combination of his expeeted skilled 
riding and the Honda reliability and low 
end torque which was perfectly suited 
to the muddy, hilly Arroyo. course, 
Honda hopes it will also be suited to the 
Baja peninsula. 

The eventual 125 Am/Ex winner was 
Eric Jensen on a Montesa. Pritchard, the 
125 Novice Div. II winner, was also on a 
Lightweight Montesa. All were riding 
for Jensen’s Cycles. 

The most overwhelming victory of 
the day had to belong to Mike Sixbery, 
Dirt Diggers hotshoe, who won each 
moto of the 250 Novice Div. II by 
about a third of a lap. Those who have 
raced on Arroyo’s rugged, challenging 
course will appreciate the magnitude of 
this accomplishment. Of course, if D-37 
would get their motocross show 
together, there wouldn’t be that kind of 
runaway and riders like Sixbery would 
be racing in the Am/Ex class where they 
want and deserve to be. It’s not fair to 
the “real” Novices or to the riders who 
want more spirited competition under 
the current set-up. And it is hurting 
D-37 sportsman motocross. Mike will 
get anice trophy — as a Novice. 

Ollie Senechal, an Arroyo racing 
regular, pretty much had the Open 
Novice class to himself. By the last 
moto, the second place man was many, 
many yards behind him. 

The combination of Arroyo Cycle 
Park’s famed everchanging rugged 
course and the dwindling number of 
district motocross points runs brought 
out the biggest turnout of the year for a 
D-37 MX. There were very full classes 
all around, including the Am/Ex 
divisions. The S.B.V.M.C. promised 
three 15-minute motos and everybody 
got them, There were no complaints 
about not enough riding time. Fifteen at 
Arroyo is enough for most local riders. 
The club also had plenty of flagmen, 
plus good course control and patrolling. 
Their attention to racing safety was 
really first class. $.B.V.M.C. had also 
promoted about $200 in contingencies 
like helmets and tie-downs for class 
winners (Mainly in Novice divisions.) 
plus lots of giveaways that seemed to be 
mainly related to motorcycle 
competition. They ran a safe, orderly 
motocross with the full promised time. 

One thing the club didn’t need, nor 
did a lot of the other competitors who 
were subjected to it, were the Little 
League mothers and fathers who 
hassled, harassed, and name-called all 
out of proportion to any happening. 

After guys started jumping the flag in 
the first round of motos, the club went 
to hand on helmet starts. Now forcing 
the start and cheating on the line is part 
of the motocross game, for good or for 
ill. But getting caught cheating is also 
part of the motocross game which the 
immature don’t seem to want to accept. 
If you’re good enough, you don’t have 
to cheat in sportsman MX and if you’re 
not, it’s not going to get you a win 
anyhow. 

A final word to those who think they 
can run an MX from the pits: If a racer 
feels like he’s been screwed, he can put 
a protest in writing. Talking about it 
isn’t going to change a thing. (Aw, heck, 
I always do poorly in a hand on helmet 
start, anyway.) Young racers have got to 
grow up some day. 

The meat wagon rolled only twice, 
once in practice. The course was kept 
very clear during the racing with little 
delay between motos. The D-37 points 
motocrosses are too few and far 
between. This was a good one on a good 
course with good prizes and good 
racing. It was worth five bucks.  ,

HAUBSTADT, IN., Aug. 25, 1972 — 
this whole thing started a week earlier 
while trying to seem disinterested in the 
Terre Haute half-mile race, Fellow squib 
Russ Whitinghill wandered up and 
reintroducéd me to Larry West, (now 
get this) “The greatest chariot racer in 
the world!” Now Russ iş the type of 
-chap who jokes with a straight face 
leaving you wondering whether to laugh 
or cry; but West whipes out this 
newspaper clipping and a pink poster 
heralding the International Motorcycle 
Chariot Association’s sanctioned race at 
Tri-State Speedway. Well Sir, with 
Indiana’s cycle sports trying to recover 
from that “Water Jump” trauma, I 
really wasn’t ready for this and -was 
unable to restrain the cry which passed 


my lips: “Oh God, they’re at it again!” 

Having developed a cynical nature 
and an inquring mind over the years 
which will not let me pass up such an 
opportunity, I found myself 
lead-footing it down southbound S.R. 
67, which snakes 125 miles from the 
center of the state (Indianapolis) to the 
southwest corner (Vincennes) as one of 
a kind, a super-sport two lane blacktop 
through the most beautiful part of the 
state. But I must warn you, beware 
when night falls, for therein lurks a 
horrible creature called‘‘The Bus” . S.R. 
67 is Greyhound’s scenic bus route and 
their drivers will do anything just to see 
their passengers climb the luggage rack 
and the stark terror in-your face when 
you realize the bus coming up from 
behind is ten mph. faster than you are 
that Semi in front is going on this 
downhill curve. Why tell you all this? 
Patience friend, you see, fifty miles 
south ‘on U.S. 41 is Haubstadt, Ind., and 
the only thing that separates the 
Tri-State Speedway track from the 
dual-lane U.S. 41 is the parking lot! 

Am I going crazy?or am I standing 
there in the middle of the night looking 
at 11 motorized chariots all lined up in 
the infield ranging in power from 
Bridgestone to CZ bikes, all the while 
listening to Sid Smith, the man who 
conceived the idea, had them built and 
applied for the patent, telling me over 
the roar of the AMA sanctioned 
scrambles on starge now about his 
aspirations and plans to start this new 
cycle sport ‘actoss the country, mainly 





California. All Chariots raced here 
belong to Sid Smith and cycles beiong 
to the racers, but, after so many races it 
is expected that the racer will purchase 
the rig at about $400. They are also 
working on a street model. Some of the 
drivers confided there were some stress 
points and tire design problems which 
need ironing out, but when asked if 
they would buy a chariot they were 
gloriouly vague about the answer. 

The chariots are built by the Stahl 
Equipment Co. of Chandler, Ind., and 
appear to be of small trailer 
components. The tub is spring-loaded 
for weight transfer maneuverability and 
is attached to the bike at the seat 
mounting position using a heavy gauge 
pivot plate much the same as the “Fifth 
Wheel” trailer design adding about 125 
Ibs. (less driver). Steering is done by 
means of aircraft cables clamped to 
both the handlebars; you simply pull in 
the desired direction and hope for the 
best. Starting and getting under way is a 
team effort. 

Much of the early testing had been on 
the drag strip at Chandler and this was 
the first race ever, dirt-wise or 
otherwise. The handling of the 
motorized chariots was better than I 





So that’s how they do it, 


thought possible on first sight, with 
respone to controls as slow as pregnant 
camels around the tums. On the 
straights they went like stink popping 
wheelies. 

There were two heats and a trophy 
dash in between the finals of the 
scrambles which served to pump up the 
adrenalin of the crowd and get the 
drivers and crew onto some of the 
chariot’s evil ways. In the ten lap 
feature, starting the rigs up was a hectic 
affair at best as crew after crew pushed 
chariots in five or six different 
directions. Next came the attempt to 
line them up two abreast for the folling 
start. This ritual took a long time, but 
did add to the suspense. Could they race 
10 laps Without wiping someone out? 

The answer was not long in coming. 
One the first lap Terry Trice of 
Evansville bounced his CZ rig off the 
four foot high guardrail in turn 3 but 


luckily had bailed before-hand and was 
uninjured but out of the race. Jeff 
Suttle driving a Montesa rig took the 
lead but but not by much. Larry West 
(remember him? was the odds-on 
favorite and began showing Jeff why, 
but there was this problem. It seems 
Larry West is a person of hefty 
proportions and his chairot was being 
pulled by a 19 HP Sherpa T (an orig. 
Sammy Miller copy!). The rest of the 
competition was driving 175’s and 350’s 
and, as if that wasn’t under-dog enough, 
the safety harness (a kidney—belt 
attached to the inside of the tub by four 


straps) was pulling Larry’s pahts down! '”' 





Nobody plays it straight anymore. Hell, 
Ben Hur never wore pants!. 

West and Suttle drove a hard night’s 
race until the left tire on West’s rig went 
flat and threatened to come off. On lap 4 
Denny Aigner’s Honda rig, the most 
powerful machine on the lot, made a 
move and shot by Suttle and a fading 
West, but that wasn’t the end of it. 
Denny and Suttle raced side by side in 
the turns while Denny’s brother, Jerry, 
went out with a flat tire after doing well 
in the heats and trophy dash. Mike 
Mefford moved up from the second 
wave too late to go for the leaders while 
West said to hell with that flat tire and 
kept racing fith with John Swango in a 
Suz rig. Dick Van Zant never really 
came to terms with his Kaw rig; at times 
he had to put his right foot up the side 
of the tub to make the comers. His 
cockpit troubles’ made him a rolling 
block because passing took a great deal 
of concentration on the part of the 
drivers. 

In the closing laps Denny Aigner 
pulled away from Jerry Suttle to win 
without a coin tossing; Mike Mefford 
and John Swango rounded out the top 
four. 

When it was all over everyone asked 
everyone else what they thought of the 
chariot rating, but what they really 
wanted to know is if it will catch. For 
that answer, they will need a prophet or 
a Madison Ave. Ad-man, for when it 
concerns what sports entertainment 
turns people on it becomes as much of a 
mystery as human nature. I do know 
there will be enough non-believers on 
the business end and of the racing 
establishment who will stop laughing 
long enough to give the president of 
Intemational Motorcycle Chariot 
Association, Mr. Sid Smith, nightmares.

PERRIS; (CAL., Sept. 30, 1972 — A 
thousand people showed up to see the 
Old Timers Race and to help provide 
some extra cash to rebuild the burned 
out club house at Perris. It turned out 
to be one of the most fun nights ever, 
and showed some of the younger 
generation what the golden days of 
scramblin used to be like. 

Times have changed, as they must 
and the sport changes with them. When 
these men started racing, that’s what 
they were, men. Most of them came 
from a generation where dad didn’t have 
the money to put junior on a bike at a 
young age, these guys earned it 
themselves. The machines were heavy 
honest-to-god motorcycles and not to 
be handled by teeny-boppers, J know 
for a fact that two of the riders on tap 


Saturday never rode a race until they 
turned thirty! Now some of our number 
ones haven’t seen their twentieth 
birthday yet! 

People remarked to both myself and 
CN’s scrambles reporter Ed Drechsler

Some of the riders are still actively 
competing, causing a- bit of 
consternation as to what to do with ‘em 
when others hadn’t raced in years, but 
the spirit was there and that’s what 
counted, Some of the Perris regulars 
who rode and some of the riders still 
active had more than their hands full 
with the ‘“‘oldsters.”” During the course 
of the evening I lost my list of all the 
people involved, but many showed up 
Just to spectate and paraded around 
happily with their name tags on, vowing 
to show up again. The response was so 
great that an Old Timers Day is being 
planned for next year, in day light hours 
as some of the gentlemen confessed 
their eyes aren’t as good as they used to 
be! Two riders solved that problem by 
riding with their headlights lit, one fell 
off but Dale Landell make it all three 
times, and if you want a good laugh 
watch what it looks like to see a 
headlight bouncing around the uphill 
and then going up in the airas the rider 
pulls a wheelie down the straight!

Sixteen year old Tim Sack should have 
“stayed in bed” for the first Montana 
Motorcycle Association State 
Championship TT.
